WASHINGTON—If 
you 
have been counting on a nice 
fat pay boost in the coming 
year, to match the ones you 
received in the past few 
years, you better forget it. 
You may get some kind of a

ay increase—but it’s likely

thirds of what you expected. 
Your wages and those of 80 
million other Americans in 
the work force is now in the 
hands of President Nixon’s 
new Pay Board. 
The tripartite Pay Board 
has yet to hold its first 
meeting but many of its 
actions can be accurately 
forecast 
on

decisions made by a similar 
panel which has quietly been 


creation of the Stabilization 
panel.

of from 18 to 24 per cent this 
year. 
However the 635 contracts 
approved by the Stabilization 
panel during its first six 
months held wage gains down 
to an average of 10.8 per cent.

The two panels have an 
identical structure; with an

Since April 1, any new 
buildings trade union con­ 
tract is submitted to one of 17 
advisory boards concerned 
with a specific craft.

JUST ONE HITCH. The 
convention committees are fo 
be made up, of course, of duly 
elected delegates.

790 will be chosen in 15 state 
conventions, and another 720 
in six primaries. Included are 
such huge delegations as New 
York (278), California (271), 
Michigan (132), Texas (130).

And more than a 
fourth of the 3,016 delegates 
will come to the convention 
thus legally bound next year, 
as compared with less than 
one-sixth of the total in 1968. 
The choosing may be very 
fair in the states, but the 
binding effect will make the 
convention look less rather 
than more open.

(AP) -A r­ 
son, brick-throwing and sporad­ 
ic gunfire spread through sec­ 
tions of the city as Memphis 
ex perienced a second night of 
violence Wednesday . 
Disorders started again early 
in the day after May or Henr> 
Loeb announced an overnight 
curfew. Loeb later canceled the 
curfew but tires and disturb­ 
ances continued into the night. 
The violence began Tuesday 
night during services for 
black y outh, Elton Hay es, 17, 
who died six day s ago after a 
police chase. His death has 
been listed by the district attor­ 
ney as homicide. 
Police first said Hay es died 
of 
injuries suffered when 
pickup truck in which he was a 
passenger crashed at a police 
roadblock. But Dist. Atty . Phil 
Canale later said he had evi­ 
dence that Hay se died of blows 
to the head. 
Loeb lifted the curfew after 
black leaders called for calm 
and told him the curfew would 
inflame the situation. 
Police inspector John Barger 
said a police officer was hospi­ 
talized after being struck in the 
groin by a brick, two firemen 
were cut by fly ing glass and a 
Negro lounge operator was shot 
in the arm. 
Barger said he was uncertain 
whether the shooting was con 
nected with the disorders. 
One fire truck was hit by 
gunfire and officials said about 
a dozen pieces of eq uipment 
were damaged by thrown ob­ 
jects.

Dear Reader — Your doctor 
was probably trying to tell you 
that nervous tension was affect­ 
ing your digestive tract or your 
colon to cause your difficulty. 
An irritated colon can cause 
bleeding. This isn’t too surpris­ 
ing since there are so many 
blood vessels in the wall of the 
intestine. 
Bright 
red 
blood 
usually 
means that the blood is from 
the colon or rectum. Blood from 
higher points, from an ulcer 
near the stomach for example, 
will be partially digested 
or 
black. 
Hemorrhoids or piles are a 
common source of bleeding. The 
internal type, just inside the 
muscular sphincter ring can 
bleed without other symptoms. 
This area is not seen on a colon 
X ray and must be examined 
directly with a small scope in 
the rectum. Examination of the 
rectum by finger or scope is 
necessary to find disease in that 
area, including cancer, that will [ 
be missed by X ray A large; 
number of cancer of the bowels I 
are revealed by finger examina­ 
tions. This prompts me to ad­ 
vise anyone that if his doctor 
doesn’t do a rectal examination 
what he needs is a new doctor. 
After an X ray, the barium 
material used may be hard to 
expel. The rocky material can 
irritate the rectum and if hem­ 
orrhoids are already present, | 
this can cause bleeding. Thisj 
is a good reason for special 
care of the bowels after such 
an examination. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — I am a 
14-year-old girl. My veins really 
show a lot in my arms and 
legs and they are getting worse. 
On each of my arms one sticks 
out on the top side. I am afraid 
this might wreck my future.

My grandma says I work too 
hard.

Dear Reader — 
It is probably 
just one of your physical char­ 
acteristics. As you gain weight 
as you mature they may disap­ 
pear. A few medical conditions 
cause enlarged veins from pres­ 
sure. You can do a simple test. 
Let your hand hang down to 
your side and watch the veins 
pop out. Now hold up the back 
of your hand just in front of 
your nose. If the veins collapse 
you probably do not have any 
increased pressure that would 
be medically important.

Dollar Difficulties Ease 
For US. Tourists In Europe 


Basketball, invented by James 
Naismith in 1891, is the only 
popular sport played in this 
country which is truly Ameri­ 
can in its origins.

MADRID (AP) — There’s no 
reason for today’s American 
traveler in Europe to fear 
catching the dollar disease that 
struck tourists two months ago 
when President Nixon unveiled 
his new economic policies. 
A 
three-week, 
five-country 
tour found no evidence to jus­ 
tify fears of “ worthless” dol­ 
lars or exorbitant exchange 
rates that gripped some trav­ 
eling Americans after Nixon's 
decision to float the dollar. 
True, the dollar is worth less 
now than it was before Nixon's 
announcement. 
But 
it’s 
not 
worth so much less that it 
would make any drastic differ­ 
ence in vacationing spending 
plans. 
A few simple precautions in­ 
sure against needlessly wasting 
dollars in currency exchanges. 


Foremost, 
make 
principal 
money 
exchanges 
at 
com­ 
mercial or American Express 
banks. Comparisons in London, 
Paris. Vienna, Rome and Madr­ 
id showed the best exchange 
rates 
for 
dollars 
were 
in­ 
variably at banks rather than 
at specialized money-changing 
bureaus or hotels. 
In Paris, for example, the 
Banque National de Paris gave 
5.27 francs for each dollar, 
while an exchange office at the 
north railway station gave only 
5.00, a difference of about 5 per 
cent. 
When shopping for items of 
much value, inquire about the 
store’s exchange rate before 
deciding whether to pay in lo­ 
cal currency or with U.S. dollar 
traveler’s checks. 
At a Scotch textiles shop in 
London, for example, we paid 
in British pounds because the

pound per $2.53 was less favor­ 
able than the bank’s $2.47%. 
But we used dollar traveler’s 
checks at a men’s shop because 
its rate of $2.40 was better than 
the bank. 
Restaurants in general of­ 
fered unfavorable rates, though 
at 
fashionable 
Maxim’s 
in 
Paris, the exchange rate for 
traveler’s checks was within I 
per cent of the best bank rates. 
Even at the most extreme, 
however, the difference in ex­ 
change rates usually was not 
more than 5 or 6 per cent in 
Europe, so the tourist should 
not envision some wide-open 
black market where his travel 
money may be halved in value 
if he deals at the wrong place. 
Try to avoid changing more 
money than you’ll spend in any 
one country. Each time you 
convert from one currency to 


anomer, you pay a commission 
which decreases your purchas­ 
ing power. 
The place where you may get 
the worst deal in foreign cur­ 


rency is in tho United States. 
One British pound bought in 
Washington, for example, cost 
$2.60, well above even the least 
favorable rate in London.

New Treatment Peels 
Face Wrinkles Away 


By BRIAN SULLIVAN

ATLANTIC CITY, N .J. (AP) 
— A Miami surgeon has de­ 
scribed a method for removing 
fine face wrinkles that cannot 
be 
treated 
easily 
by ,* con­ 
ventional plastic surgery. 
Dr. Thomas J. Baker Jr. told 
a session Tuesday on ‘The Ag­ 
ing Face” at the 57th annual 
clinical congress of the Ameri­ 
can College of Surgeons that 
‘chemical peeling off” of the 
skin successfully removes the 
fine wrinkles. 
The 
treatment 
dates 
back 
many years and has been prac­ 
ticed in studios run by laymen 
in the Miami area, Baker said. 
In recent years, this treatment 
has been 
refined 
by 
trained 
surgeons, he said. 
TThe treatment is relatively 
simple but painful and only for 
carefully selected cases—most­ 
ly persons with light, fair com­ 
plexions because it permanently 
bleaches the skin. 
“ It is not fun to have done,” 
Baker 
told 
reporters, 
giving 
this description: 
A chemical—usually what is 
known as carbolic acid, which 
is actually an alcohol—is ap­ 
plied to the face and the face is 
covered, except for the eyes,

nose and mouth, with water­ 
proof edhesive tape. 
It is applied in small strips to 
fit the contours of the face. 
The procedure requires about 
five to seven days of hospi­ 
talization. For the first day or 
two, the patient is ‘rather un­ 
comfortable” and narcotics are 
used for the first six to eight 
hours. 
The chemical causes a burn­ 
ing that is “ quite severe” at 
first he said. When the tape is 
removed, the patient is tran- 
quilized, but in 21 to 28 days 
new skin is generated that has 
“ a fresh look,” Baker said. The 
patient must avoid sunlight for 
six months. 
On the basis of a 10-year fol- 
lowup of more than 1,000 cases, 
Baker said, the changes in skin 
‘are quite permanent.’ 
the procedure 
‘may 
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prevent skin malignancy. 
Of the 150 or so procedures 
he does a year, Baker said the 
number of men is increasing 
from one to two or three a 
month. 
Most of those seeking oper­ 
ations are average people. Bak­ 
er said, not the wealthy despite 
his charge of $1,000 plus hospi­ 
talization costs which push the 
total to $1,300 or $1,400. 
Asked if he would have the 
operation himself, Baker said 
he did not think he would need 
it, but if he did. “ I’d be damn 
selective about who operated on 
m e.”

It estimates that in 1970, 18.5 
per cent of boys 12-18 were 
regular smokers, up from 14.7 
per cent in 1968. For girls, the 
figure is 11.9 per cent in 1970 
and 8.4 per cent in 1968. 
The Clearinghouse figures for 
the adult population show 42 
per cent of the men smoked in 
1970, compared to 51.9 per cent 
in 1966; and 31 per cent of the 
women, compared to 33.7 per 
cent in 1966.

smoking occurred for both boys 
and girls, in every age group 
and in all areas. 
‘•While there are still rela­ 
tively few smokers among the 
youngest teen-agers, the rate of 
smoking has more than dou­ 
bled,” the report says.

Hike Noted 
I n Smoking 
Among Teens 


B y MARTHA COLE 
Associated Press Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government reports a signifi­ 
cant increase in teen-age ciga­ 
rette smokers at a time when 
the number of adults with the 
habit decreased sharply. 
Compiling the latest figures, 
it estimates the number of 
smokers between 12 and 18 
years of age at four million in 
January, 1970, up one million in 
two years when the population 
increase for the group was less 
than a million. 
The report makes no effort to 
explain 
the 
increase 
but 
analyzes the characteristics of 
teen-agers who have and have 
not become regular smokers 
and says; 
“ While there are many fac­ 
tors in the environment of a 
child that influence his taking 
up, or not taking up the smok­ 
ing habit, the one that has by 
far the most influence is the 
smoking 
behavior 
of 
those 
around him.” 
The lowest level of smoking 
is found among teen-agers who 
live in households where both 
parents are present and neither 
smokes, and who have older 
brothers and sisters, none of 
whom smoke, the report says. 
In such a situation, it says, 4.2 
per cent have become regular 
smokers. 
In families with at least one 
parent and one older brother or
